He 
hoped to hear the letter "S" transmitted in Morse code from 
a station in Cornwall, England, 1,800 miles to the east.

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After proving the scientific establishment wrong in 1901, 
Marconi built transmitting and receiving stations on both 
sides of the Atlantic, His business improved and in 1909, he 
received the Nobel Prize for Physics. Even then, it would require 
a tragedy for the world to appreciate the true value of his work, 


That tragedy occurred at 11:40 RM. on April 14, 1912, when 
the Titanic struck an iceberg off the coast of Newfoundland. 
Equipped with a wireless telegraph, operators began 
broadcasting distress signals within twenty minutes of the 
collision. Less than three hours after its collision, the great 
ship slipped beneath the waves. Over 1,500 lives were lost 
that night, but another 705 survived.

Dietary guidelines recom 
mend that We reduce the amount 
of fat, sugar, and salt that we eat

age us to include more fiber in 
our diets by eating whole grain 
products and more fruits and 
vegetables. 

You may degide that the best 
way for you lo improve your 
diet is by reducing the portions 
of the foods you normally eat or 
by eating less foods that are high 
in fat, sugar, and salt. But, one 
way to improve your diet is by 
altering the recipes of the foods 

that you are now eating by 
using less fat, sugar, and salt 
You may or may not be satisfied 
with the results of these 
changes, depending on your per- 
sonal tastes and standards, as 
well as the type of food. 

Some recipes can be altered 
by simply reducing an ingredi- 
ent or substituting one for anoth- 
er. Some general reductions and 
substitutions include the follow- 
ing: 

Sugar can be reduced by 1/3. 
Example: If a recipe says | cup, 
use 2/3 cup. This works best-in 
home canned and frozen fruits 
and in making puddings and 
custards. It may be less desirable 
for cookies and cakes. It should 
be remembered that non-caloric 
sweeteners work best as substi- 
tutes for sugar in uncooked 
foods. They are usually adverse- 
ly affected by heat. These substi 
tules also do not perform the 
other functions of sugar, which 
will be discussed later in this 
publication. 

Fat can often be reduced by 
1/3, Example: Wf the recipe has 6 
tablespoons, use 4 tablespoons, 

‘This works best in gravies, 
sauces, puddings, and quick 
breads, 

Salt may be left out or 
reduced by 1/2. Example: If the 
recipe says | tablespoon, use |- 
1/2 teaspoons. Use spices and 
herbs for a different flavor. 

Whole grain flour can be sub- 
stituted for 1/4 to 1/2 of refined 
flour. Example: If recipe has 3 
cups all-purpose flour, use 3/4 
cup whole grain flour and 2-1/2 
cups all purpose flour. 

Yogurt or cottage cheese may 
be substituted for sour cream in 
some sauce and dip recipes. 

Use low-fat ¢ in place 
of higher fat cheese in recipes, 

Skim milk may be substituted 
for whole milk in most recipes. 

Evaporated milk or whipped 
nonfat dry milk may be substi- 
tuted for croam in some recipes 
calling for whipped cream,

The Elba City Council held 
two meetings on Tuesday 
evening, December 9th, This 
has become a December tradi- 
uion as the city fathers strive to 
fulfill state laws requiring two 
monthly meetings. 

In the first meeting the coun- 
cil gave final approval to the 
resolution supporting the Block 
Grant Float Loan for Dorsey 
Trailers. Mayor James Grimes 
explained that this loan sup- 
plants the previous economic 
development loan from the State 
of Alabama. There is no finan- 
cial liability to the City. Dorsey 
Trailers posts the necessary 
securities to back up the low 
interest development loan. 

Monthly bills _ totaling 
$66,402.78 were approved for 


payment. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
reported the loss of several 
police officers. He noted ‘two 
have resigned to accept posi- 
tions with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and two 
others have resigned for person- 
al reasons. The department will 
be advertising for replacements 
in these slots. 

One of the resigning officers 


-is also the drug dog handler. 


Whitworth recommended, and 
the council agreed, to retire the 
dog rather than train him to 
work with still another handler.

“There’s a lot of climb- 
ing up and down ladders, and 
the ladder has to be moved in 
and out of each cage.” 

He said construction began 
around August, and city 
employees have been providing 
most of the labor. 

“The street department and 
the recreation department have 
been helping,” Gideon said. 
“Just whoever has a few min- 
utes to spare.” 

In fact, city employees have 
performed all the work on the 
facility except for the fencing 
and conciete, which were con- 
tracted out, said city clerk 
Wayne Grantham, 

Grantham's estimate of the 
final cost is $12,000, not includ- 
ing the city employees’ labor. 

“I don’t know,” Grantham 
said, “It may be less than that, 
but we're not through with it, 
and we haven't gathered all the
